Copy of a letter from the Honourable Capt. Barring- 
ton, of bis Majefty’s foip Achilles, of 60 guns, to 
Mr. Clevland, dated at Falmouth, April 16, 1759. 

HAVE the pleafure to acquaint you of my 
arrival here, with the Count de St. Florentin, 
of 60 guns, and 403 men, trom Cave Francois, 
bound for Rochetort, commanded by the S:eur 
de Montay, whom I took on the ath initant in 
latitude 44.15. fixty leagues to the weltward oi 

Cape Finilter, after a clufe engagement of two 

hours, in which I was fo tortunate as only to 

have two men killed and twenty three wound. 
ed, with my majts, fails and rigging, much cut 
and damaged. 

The lofs on the enemy's fide was very conf. 
derable, havirig all his matts thot away, with 
one hundred and fixteen men killed anid wound- 
ed, amongit the latter the Captain with a mut- 
quet ball thro’ his body, of which he died two 
days after. 

I have fent exprefs to Sir Charles Hardy, de- 
frring he would iend me jury-mafs for the prize}; 
and when the is fitted, will take the firit oppor- 
tunity of carrying her to Plymouth. :

cate Saturday arrived at Briftol the Anne, 
Fortune, from South Carolina. She came out 
the 1ft of March, under convoy of the Sur- 
prize and Penguin men of war, in all 27 fail, 
for England and Portugal. Five were bound 
to Briftol, viz. the Elizabeth, Sloper, who loft 
the convoy about three days after ; the Re- 
venge, Heighington, and Defiance, Condon, 
who loft the convoy off the Weftern Iflands ; 
and the Ruperra, ‘Twine, whom he parted with 
lat Tuefday ; the fame morning he lett the 
Penguin and fix fail, for London, Scilly bearing 
N.E. 15 leagues; the Captains names were, 
Brookes, Rennington, Mitchel, Pike, Lefsly, 
and another unknown, All the reft of the fhips 
had loft the convoy, having met with a good 
deal of hazy and foggy weather in their paflage. 
The oth inft. Capt. Fortune fpoke with the 
Grace, Ritchie, of 16 guns and 45 men, in lat. 
48, long. 18, bound from Briftol to Philadel- 
phia, who had engaged, at different times, two 
Fiench privateers, one of them for two days, 
and beat them both off, having feveral men 
wounded. Capt. Ritchie went on board the 
Surprize, and gave an account of the priva- 
teers, who feeing a fail next morning, gave 
chafe. She fuppofes it was one of the privateers, 
as he {poke with the Hay privateer, of Briitol, 
the 12th, all well; her Captain informed him, 
he had before feen two fail, which by defcrip- 
tion he thinks was the Surprize and the vefiel 
fhe chafed. . ; 

Laft Friday the Clifton, Young, arrived at Bri- 
ftol rom Lisbon. She came out April 1, and was 
chafed off Lifbon by a French {chooner priva- 
teer, but got clear of her. The privateer had 
taken a veflel from Topfham, bound to Lifbon, 
laden with fifh; but Capt. Young thinks the 
man of war on that ftation retook her, as he 
faw him in chafe of her, but he does not know 
the fhip’s name. 

A veffel that arrived at Lifbon from Tyne- 
mouth in ballaft, name unknown, having begun 
to take in falt for Ne vfoundland, overiet, and 
dreve over the Bar, and all the people perifhed. 

A large cat bound to Louifbourg with coals, 
put into Lifbon, having met with a French let- 
ter of marque bound for Martinico, who, after 
taking away her fails, flores, compaties, Xc. let 
hergo. The fame letterof margve had taken 
the Severn, Thomas, bound from Briitol to An- 
ticua, and burnt her. The Severn faned trom 
Priftol the zoth of Jan. under convoy of the 
Brilliant man of war. 

The Amazon, White, from Jamaica to Phila- 
deluhia, is taken and carried into Rotterdam, 

We are atlured that Menf. Montay, who 
commanded the Count de St. Florentin priva- 
teer, taken by the Achilles man of war and 
killed in the engagement, had infured 20,eco!}.

“* On Wednefday the 11th we received an ac- 
count from Elton, about fix miles from this 
town, that the fough through which the work- 
men go to the Copper Mine was fallen in ; there 
were 15 men in the work when the accident 
happened. Luckily there is a cleft in the 
ground left open, thro’ which they receive their 
meat, &c. or they muft have perifhed. The in- 
habitants in general are employed in digging a- 
way the earth, in order to releafe them, which 
we are afraid will be a work of fome time. The 
accident was occafioned by the exceffive rains 
which fell on Monday and Tuefday, which 
caufed two fuch floods here, that the oldeft per- 
fons don’t remember the like.” , 

Wednefday lait two Conitables having takena 
man for pilfering tobacco on the keys at Liver- 
pool, he was refcued by a mob of Seamen and 
others, whoapprehended that he was impreffed 
into the King’s fervice; one of the Conftabies 
was ftabbed with a knife in his temples, and the 
other had his nofe flit down the fide, but the 
mob difcovering their miltake, {oon difperfed. 

Lalt Tuefday night thirteen feamen who had 
been impreffed in the town and neighbourhood 
ot Reading in Berkfhire, broke out of the Coun- 
ter and made their elcape.

Fulde. On the roth initant Prince Ferdinand 
marched by Freyenfteinau and Budingen to 
Windeken, where he arrived the 12th. On the 
13th his Serene Highnefs-marched to Bergen, a 
-village ficuated between Francfort and Hanau, 
where the French occupied a very ftrong poft, 
which it was neceflary to get pofleflion of, in 
order tocome at the enemy's line. The army 
arrived at nine in themorning, oppofite that of 
the enemy, and the grenadiers of the advanced 
guard immediately began the attack upon Ber- 
gen with great intrepidity, and received a very 

| brifk fire, which the enemy had prepared for 
them ; and tho’ they were jupported by q rein- 
forcement of feveral battalions under Prince 
Ifenbourg’s command, they could not however 
carry their point fo far as to diflodge th« enemy 
ientirely from the village, but were forced to 
retreat in fome diforder ; yet rallied again upon 
being fupported by the Heffian horfe. The reft 
of the day pafled in a cannonadgon both fides, 
without any ground being gained on either, 
His Serene Highnels not having been able to 
fucceed in forcing the enemy in their poft, re- 
turned to Windeken, atter having given orders 
for burying the dead, and carrying off the- 
wounded. The lofs on the fide of the Allied 
Army is not particularly known, but it is fup- 
pofed it does not exceed that of 1000 men. 
Five pieces of cannon were loft, having been 
lett behind in the village. Prince Ifenbourg is 
among the flain; and the Generals Gilfoe, and 
Count Schulembourg among the wounded,

I can’t: fay in what light my countrymen

fo great a fall muit be afcribed to Dutch be. 
haviour and our own deftructive management ; 
for it is an inconteftable truth, that in all wars 
fince the year 1688, to that which ended in 
4748, tho’ we {ent fuch prodigious fums ot mo- 
ney to the Continent, yet during thofe wars we 
replaced it in a great meafure, by taking from 
our enemies treafure toa very confiderable a- 
mount ; but during this war it has not been fo, 
we have been obliged to remit to the Continent 
vait fums, either to pay our troops and for fub- 
fidies to our Allies: and for the laft two years 
we have not taken fcarce any thing to replace 
and fupply thole fums, owing to the Dutch and 
Danes bringing the enemy's produce to Europe. 
And is it any wonder that Stocks fail? Is it 
any wonder we grow poor? Will it be any 
wonder our ruin enfues ? 

If this war is not to be fupported but by large 
fums fent to Germany, and which will never 
revert to this nation, we muft be undone, un- 
lefs we get fupplies beyond what thé ballance of 
of our trade can furnith ; for it is apparent that 
ballance is not fufficient, therefore there mutt 
be other refources ; the principal of thofe re- 
fources is taking the enemy’s produce and con- 
fifcating it; but that -we are not permitted to 
do, and yet we wonder money is {carce.’ Sup- 
pofe a man puts twenty pounds into his purie, 
and continually expends, and does not replace it 
when he has it in his power, would not any one 
deem hima blockhead if he complains he wants 
money? And yet this is our cafe as a nation; 
we have by our timid behaviour brought our- 
{elves into our prefent deplorable circumitances ; 
we are now feeling moft of the evils of a Dutch 
war, only by fuftering ourfelves to be bullied 
and hettored. Indeed if we had an Oliverian 
{pirit we fhould not fubmit to fuch infults. 
Oh! how do the French and Dutch exult on 
account of the late famous Decree! The U- 
nited Provinces without doubt refound with
